CAMELLIAS AND TIIEIJl CULTURE 


The camellia, when at home ::: ;!r, «a 


live woods, grows in shady, moist, sitna 
tious, but as a house plant with us it u 
better in a northern or northeastern ex- 
posure, requiring little direct sunshine, 
but a good degree of light. 
It is difficult 


to keep as o window plant, on account 
of (he tendency of the buds to fall off. 
Give only it moderate quantity of water 
when the buds begin to show, and it will 
do well in a window and give much 
pleasure by putting forth its bndi 
great perfection, and whew, tho buds are 
coming out give a good supply of wafer, 
by wnteriug once a day, and turning off 
all surplus water that may settle in the 
saucer. 
At this time of the year, put it 


out of doors where it will be exposed to 
only a small quantity of sunshine.
